Architectural treasures reflect our view of schools 


In a culture that is wrestling locally and 
nationally with deteriorating public schools and 
student performance, it may be instructive to 
recall the value we have placed on schools 
historically. Much of that value is reflected in 
the architectural treasures of the Boston public 
schools uncovered recently by Boston architect 


Doris Cole FAIA. 


Cole, partner in the firm of Cole and Goyette, 
is this month's guest speaker in the BSA 
Lecture Series at the Boston Public Library on 


April 26. 


“Both in plan and detail,” notes Cole, Boston 
public schools “have been creatively designed 
and carefully crafted by architects and artisans.” 
Cole’s presentation includes an exploration of 
the superb plaster carvings in the auditorium of 


the Martin Luther King Jr. Middle School, the 


entry doors (pictured above) of the Edison 
Middle School in Brighton, the fanciful 
limestone turrets at the East Boston High School 
and many many more such treasures. This 
presentation is a preview of Cole's soon-to-be- 
published book surveying in words and Nick 
Wheeler photographs the extraordinarily broad 
range of architectural achievements in public 
schools throughout the city. 


This lecture series — “Exploring Design” — is 
the year-long venture by the BSA and the Boston 
Public Library to explore architecture and 
community design. The presentation by Cole, 
which is the Annual Eleanor Raymond Lecture, 
begins at 6:00 pm in the BPL’s Rabb Auditorium 
in Copley Square on April 26. There is no 
charge and all are invited.

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Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 and 
they constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utilities, 
is now offering training seminars on the new energy 
code. Architects, engineers, interior designers, 
contractors and others are encouraged to attend. For 
more information about the training schedule and 
registration, and to see the content of the new 
requirements, visit the BBRS Web site at 
www.state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm or for schedule and 
meeting information, call/write the BSA at 617-951- 
1433x221/bsa@architects.org.

How long should you keep 
project documents ? 


Following are series of guidelines offered periodically 
by the national office of the AIA and by attorney 
Ava Abramowitz, VP of Program Services for Victor 
O. Schinnerer & Company: 


© Keep a project file for as long as you are at risk 
of being called in a court to defend your services. In 
jurisdictions with no special statute or repose for im- 
provements to real property, that, unfortunately, may 
mean forever... however, Massachusetts does have a 
statute of repose. 

© Keep your contract and all record documents — 
that is, final drawings and specifications — as well as 
the chronological file of progress reports and corre- 
spondence at least until the revelant state of limita- 
tions period passes. Files for any project that suf- 
fered an unusual number of design, construction, 
personality, or financial problems should be saved 
whenever possible. Similarly, priorities should be 
given to saving files for those projects in which new 
building products or systems or methods of applica- 
tions were used. 

© Save all documents when you are the sole source 
of documents; assume that your client has kept noth- 
ing. 

© Integrate documents into your record set when- 
ever possible. For example, a change-order can be 
securely stapled to the appropriate page of the 
architect's record documents. 

© Save data that directly relate to translating ideas 
into design and design into construction including 
any notes that reflect your clients’ or consultants’ de- 
cisions to have you vary the design or details from 
your original proposal. 

© Take particular note of documents showing that 
your services, judgements, and decisions were in ac- 
cordance with the applicable standard of care and 
your professional services contract. 

© Archiving computer files requires special atten- 
tion. Specific procedures may include archiving a 
copy of the current version of the software with data 
files, placing back-up copies in separate locations, 
concern for magnetic interference, and a time limit 
on how long drawing files will be saved. 

© Make sure your archives will stand the test of 
time; fax paper, diazo prints, and some other media 


fade.

At recent meetings of the Board: 


© We considered the various roles the BSA and the 
profession as a whole can and should play as 
advocates of a particular point of view and/or 
facilitators of discussion on such public issues as the 
development of the Seaport District, the 
development of affordable housing and other public- 
policy issues. We also are debating the 
appropriateness of the extensive pro-bono professional 
design services contributed to such efforts. The 
discussion continues. 


© The decline in the number of young designers 
taking the Architect Registration Exam over the past 
several years led to several discussions of the 
implications of a declining population of registered 
professionals as a percentage of the building industry 
as a whole. Discussions have focused on the need 
for the profession to celebrate registration more 
vividly, to work with architecture schools as 
appropriate to encourage attention among students 
to the value of professional registration and an 
understanding of how the process leading up to the 
registration exam has changed with the introduction 
of computer technology. 


© Of particular importance to our practices, 
Government Affairs Commissioner John Miller 
FAIA provided a detailed and illuminating 
presentation on the Legislative Affairs Committee's 
and Educational Facilities Committee’s responses to 
two critical public-policy issues arising from a lawsuit 
brought by residents of the Town of Norwell dealing 
with Massachusetts designer-selection laws and a 
series of recommendations from Gov.
